GROWING TOO FAST? 
T IS one thing to be 
pessimistic, and an- 
other to be able to see far 
into the future. James J. 
Hill, who has issued many 
warnings to the American 
people, belongs to the latterclass. In an 
address before the National Corn Exposi- 
tion he has pointed out the instant need 
of increasing farm production. Upon the 
yield that now satisfies us we cannot sup- 
port our coming population. The popula- 
tion has grown by leaps and bounds; the 
productivity of the has declined. 
Should this long continue, we will have 
to import our staple food products. 
What Mr. Hill wants us to see is not the 
difficulty, but the urgency, of the task. 
And in support of the contention that we 
must begin at once tu increase produc- 
tion, he cites the fact that it took Great 
Britain over half a century to raise her 
wheat yield from fifteen to thirty-two 
bushels an acre. Rural population has 
scarcely held its own, while the lure of 
the city has attracted to it millions of our 
people.

There should also be a definitely arranged schedule of tips for janitors, 
so that grasping members of the profession may be detected and haled be- 
fore the grievance committee of the Janitor’s Association for unprofessional 
conduct. It matters little what the scale may be, so long as it is understood, 
just as the fees of an architect are understood in advance by the builder of a 
house—-for turning on a little more heat, $1; for arranging to have hot 
water in the bathroom before eleven a.m., $1.50; fur so managing mat- 
ters that the elevator is kept in running order two days of each week, 
$2; for keeping sober over Sunday, $1.50; for getting the snow off the 
front steps after a stormin winter before two p. m., $1.50; for remov- 
ing the ashes from the kitchen once every third month, $2; and so on 
for all the little extras of which the janitor’s work consists. As it is 
now, these matters are not clearly understood by all parties to the con- 
tract, and as a result there is much mutual misunderstanding between 
them. There are many people who fancy that, by handing a janitor a 
certified check for $10,000 at the beginning of their occupancy of a flat, 
they thereby assure themselves of permanent protection in all matters, 
which is preposterous. Janitors are human, like the rest of us, and the 
memories of all men are so short as to need periodical jogging; so that a 
prearranged weekly schedule, such as that suggested above, of the petty
